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PREFACE 


The Relics here catalogued are a Selected Portion of the contents 
of ‘‘ The Pines’, 11 Putney Hill, the house of Walter Theodore Watts- 
Dunton, friend of the Pre-Raphaelites, in which from September 1879 until 
his death on April 10, 1909 Algernon Charles Swinburne made his home. 


Walter Theodore Watts (later Watts-Dunton), 1832-1914, the son of 
a solicitor of St. Ives, Huntingdonshire, was remarkable in his age as 
critic, talker, writer and poet ; his critical work in “ The Examiner ” and 
“The Athenaeum ”’ was influential ; his poems “ The Coming of Love 
and his novel “Aylwin” attained wide circulation ; but it is by his literary 
and artistic friendships that he is most celebrated.

In 1872 he met George Borrow, through whom he became interested 
in the Gipsy Lore which colours his own works, and about this date he 
became acquainted with Ford Madox Brown for whom (as for Rossetti) he 
acted in his professional capacity as solicitor for the winding-up of the 
original Morris Firm. 


He first met Dante Gabriel Rossetti staying with the Morris’s at 
Kelmscott in 1874 and soon became his friend, confidant, nurse and man 
of affairs : he stayed constantly at Rossetti’s House, No. 16 Cheyne Walk. 
Rossetti thought highly of his poetical criticism, and under lot 47 may 
be seen the painting by H. Treffry Dunn of Rossetti reading the proofs of 
his ‘‘ Ballads and Sonnets’’ to Watts-Dunton in the Green Drawing-Room 
at Cheyne Walk, of exceptional interest as it is said to be the most 
lifelike portrait of Rossetti. During this friendship Watts-Dunton 
acquired a number of Pictures by Rossetti, some of them inspired by his 
own poems, such as lot 63 the unique Nude in Rossetti’s oeuvre, and in 
1905 he and his wife (he married Clara Reich in 1905) were presented by 
Mrs. Morris with the exquisite pencil drawing of herself lot 62. On Easter 
Day, 1882 Rossetti expired in Watts-Dunton’s arms exclaiming at the last 
“Watts is a hero of friendship ”’. 


In 1879 Watts-Dunton found Swinburne in a state of almost complete 
collapse : he immediately removed him to “ The Pines ” where he re- 
mained until his death. During those thirty years Swinburne’s well- 
being was his principal care ; their quiet home-life has been described by 
Mrs. Watts-Dunton, Max Beerbohm and others in varying tones of 


admiration, censure or ridicule. In this catalogue will be found many 
interesting photographs, drawings, presentation books and relics of their 
life, their surroundings, and their friends among whom are George Meredith 
(whose work Watts-Dunton was one of the first to appreciate), Lord 
Tennyson, William Morris, Whistler, Marion Crawford, and Frederick 
Shields. 


Under lot 45-49 is also an interesting series of Drawings and Paintings 
by Henry Treffry Dunn, a Cornishman who became Rossetti’s Studio Assis- 
tant at Cheyne Walk about 1867 in succession to W. J. Knewstub, and 
was author of the posthumous “ Recollections of Dante Gabriel Rossetti 
and His Circle’’. In his later years Dunn too was befriended by Watts- 
Dunton, and to this act of kindness we owe the fine portrait of Rossetti, 
lot 48, the views of his studio and drawing-rooms, the painted mirrors 
which are some evidence for Rossetti’s vanished frescoes in the Oxford 
Union, and the furniture, lots 79 and 80, panelled with replicas of works 
by Rossetti including a portrait of Swinburne as St. George. 


Amongst the Manuscript material is the original draft by H. Trefiry 
Dunn of the Posthumous “ Recollections’ with unpublished material ; 
anda series of 126 letters from Rossetti to Dunn containing much inform- 
ation on Rossetti’s life, and the share in his work taken by Dunn. 


Watts-Dunton died in 1914 and was survived by his wife, authoress 


of ‘‘ The Home Life of Swinburne ”’ ; it is on her death that this collection 
comes into the sale-rooms.
